In Septepbar 1939# Michael IDRZAV vu released Dm prison during tho Osman 
attack on Poland. la early 1940 ho again not hlo wife and they wore reunited to 
avoid a public scandal. In June 194-1 Subject vent to the front llnee and hi a wife 
again took up vlth another lover. la 1944 ahe fled vlth a Oaxna offloer to Slovakia 
and later to Henna, from aid 1944 until bar appearance in Munich in July 1954, 
Michael KP K &A I bad no contact vlth her. 

In the asantlm, Michael KDRZAI taga working vlth the Oexmn Abvahr la Cracow 
and one Irena Yaroalavne 8XHJ8 van appointed as hie aeeletant by the Oenans. The 
tvo vere entrueted vlth bousing of captured Mi— lan agents end vatchlag over their 
virelesa r run 1 nation. Lest the fcisaian Agents bacons auspicious, the Pawns 
ordered the too to pretend to be a parried couple. Vlth this end la alnd, BIHUB 
ves furnished with false doenmnte aade in Michael IDRZAV 1 a aaiaa though the 
tvo had never contracted a aarrlage. 

In the Piddle of April 1945, the tvo vere sent on a mission to Austria by the 
OenpBU* fiwy registered with the authorities as laisbend sod wife «nd after Oexeany’e 
c o ll a p s e Michael BfflRAB received an Austrian ttnnharto. whan be vaa transferred to 
Mmlch In 1947, ths couple received Oermn doeupsnts on the bade of registration 
vlth the police, file first falsification of docunenta took place la Munich la 1940, 
When WD B ZJ M pre een t ed XRO vlth a false narrlsge certificate in regard to an alleged 
aarrlage la Krafcsv. Later, a copy of this false aarrlage certificate ves given to 
ths (kin a m police in Munich during October 1952, vhan a Reisesn avals vas Issued to 
Irene. 


file natter vas resolved by haring Michael KDfl&AI and BIBOB go to the Oeraaa 
court sad clarify their relationship, fills vas done on 27 July 1954 and KDB&AV's 
marital status vas changed in the Munich Registration Office. On 31 December 1954, 
Michael KDRZAI sad his legal vife Marianna nee MOSKVA vere divorced by Oerman 
court* IDRZAI vas aev rid of both voesn. 

On 3 April 1956, Irene BIBJ8 ealgrated to Ceaada where she ertahllshed herself 
In the coaaetice business vlth the help of $1500 froo Michael IDRZAI. In October 
1956, BD8ZAI** divorced vife emigrated to the united States. Be nov has no further 


obligations to either vonen. j
